This letter responds to your Freedom of Information Act/Privacy Act request letters dated

Please note that we have aggregated your 28 requests dated November 19, 2018 into one request 
under 19-00166-F. Any future correspondence regarding this request will be handled under 19- 
00166-F. 

After reviewing your request, we conducted a search for responsive records pertaining to the 
above subject. To query for responsive records, we searched the DEA Investigative Reporting and 
Filing System (IRFS). IRFS is the system of records that contains all administrative, general and 
investigative files compiled by DEA for law enforcement purposes. Please be advised, we have 
conducted searches in IRFS for responsive records for the following dark net markets: Budster, 
Deepbay, FloMarket, Druglist, GreyRoad, DarkBay, Darknet Nation, Doge Road, Cannabis Road, 
Cannibas Road 2, Cannabis Road 3, Diabolus/SR3, BlackBox Market, BuyltNow, Black Goblin 
Market, Armory Vendor Market, Anarchia, Alpaca Marketplace, Amazon Dark, 1176, FreeBay, 
Black Services Market, Breaking Bad. Cloud-Nine, Cantina, BlackBank Market, Agape, Freedom 
Market, Free Market, and EXXTACY. As a result of our query, we are unable to locate any records 
responsive to your request. 

For your information. Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and 
national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c). This response 
is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the FOIA. This is a standard 
notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an indication that excluded 
records do, or do not, exist.
